HOUSANDS of persons make mistakes 

in their everyday English—and don’t

HIGHLIGHTING THE BLONDE 


INCE it is her delicate coloring and fragile skin that char- 

acterize the blonde, she is wise to play up and preserve 

these fragile charms. Her makeup should be as fair and 
soft as her skin and eyes. A too obvious makeup is in poor taste 
for all types, but for the blonde it is to be particularly avoided. 

As every woman is a law unto herself it is difficult to 
answer the questions: ‘What shade of rouge or powder shall I 
use?” and “What colors shall I wear?” It would be simple if 
one could file all humans into definite and distinct classes of 
blonde, brunette, redhead, &c. But all blondes do not have fair 
skin and blue eyes, nor do all brunettes have dark hair and 
brown eyes. 

Following are some general suggestions. Experiment to 
enhance your own individuality and your own coloring. 


TYPES OF BLONDES 


Blondes fall into several classes: 


THE NORDIC BLONDE—vwith fair skin, blue eyes and 
golden hair. For her a delicate powder which many manu- 
facturers cal] naturelle, a light shade of rouge with just a 
trace of orange in it, light lipstick to match and blue eye- 
shadow should be flattering.

For her a creamy 
or naturelle powder for daytime, a peach for evening. Her 
rouge should be light, a clear red tone, mascara of light 
brown and eyeshadow to match the eyes in color. 





THE CELTIC BLONDE—vivacious and vivid, gorgeous 
eyes of violet hue, hair with chestnut brown tones in it, fair 
skin with healthy natural coloring. She can wear a deeper 
shade of rouge than the others, a medium shade with clear 
red tones, lipstick to match and a special blend of powder 
with light rachel tones and eyeshadow of a deep sea blue. 


For evening, rouge may be brighter and powder lighter for 
all types. A bit of mauve or peach powder blended with the 
daytime powder makes a splendid shade for evening.
